Iu one they use 
a toad, in another a doll and in a third 
they operate a 1'esprit volant, or, in 
other words, they remove the spirit and 
place, it temporarily just where they 
want it. 


Here are tho prescriptions for the 


three methods : You take a road, male 
or female, according to the sex of the 
person whom you wihh to reach. You 
baptize it as yon would a child, giving 
it the full n.iino of your enemy. While 
yon are committing this sacrilege you 
must endeavor to work yourself np into 
a paroxysm of hatred toward your vic- 
tim, and yon muse sandwich the sacra- 
mental words with the most horrible 
imprecations. 
Then you inflict upon 


the toad all the tortures that your imag- 
ination can Miggset, for your eiierny is 
bound to suffer correspondiiigly. 


If you take an eye out of the toad, 


your enemy will lose an eye, etc. In 
America, according to La Revue, the 
Black Crooks havo recourse to a more 
summary expedient. They bnry the toad 
at the thre*htild of the residence of the 
person selected for a victim, with the 
result that he dios as if suffocated. 


The doll method is the mo»t aucieut 


and the most classic. It requires a wax 
figure called a "m.iuie, "resembling the 
victim as much as possible. It is also 
uece>siiryto have wnue little objects that 
belonged to the victim, or, better yet, 
one of his teeth, portions of his nails or 
one or two hairs of his head. You mix 
these things iu with the wax of the doll 
and baptize it. Theu, just like the poi- 
soner of Catherine do' Medici, you stick 
a pin into the figure. If at that moment 
your euemy is even flirting with a 
young woman, he immediately begins 
to suiter tr< an palpitation of the heart, 
naturally enough, if he does uot die 
from suffocation. 


The proceeding 1'esprit volant is the 


latest impri,\ emeut in this science, aud 
it ia the child of hypnotism. In order to 
execute it you must have a subject whose 
astral body, which we are told is of a 
fluid nature, will abandon the material

Mrs. Barbara N. Galpin, the a*ust- 


ant buKiuewi mauajter of the Somervilla 
Jnuriial, m a receut paper before the 
tfoorgia State Federation of Women's 
Cluln, pn-M-ntcd some sensible views 
upon the value of a woman's clnb to a 
business woman, a subject that has not 
teen heretofore much considered. Mrs, 
Galpm aaronies that the woman's club 
should be both educational end social 
aud then asks bow it affects the busi- 
ness woman. 


To her benefit generally, she replies; 


to her detriment sometimes. The old 
saying that time is money is pertinent 
If she be in business for herself, she will 
know how much of this coin she can in- 
vet>t0t clnb life. If she is employed by 
another, she must consider another's in- 
terests. A business woman connected 
with a club or two will make uot only 
friends, but business patronage. The 
wider circle of friends she has the more 
successful financially she is likely to 
be. This mercenary view, however, is 
uot the mobt beueficial. The greater part 
of her time is speut in a struggle with 
bad bills, exacting customers, close bar- 
gains and financial anxiety. She gets in- 
to a groove of worry out of which she is 
rarely jostled, and here is where the 
clnb proves a blessing. It takes her into 
a different atmosphere. Tho lighter vein 
of life ia touched, and she is rested, 
cheered and made stronger. 


Aii enthusiastic club woman can sel- 


dom see any bad effects from club asso- 
ciation, but a business woman often 
tiiids them. There is au almost irresist- 
ible fascination about club life, aud 
sometimes she is led to give time to 
meetings at the expense of her regular 
duties. The fascination increases, and 
her best thought goes to her clnb, and 
so before she realizes it her business in- 
terests are jeopardized. 


Another point of injury is the amount 


of time and attention a business woman 
is often called upon to give to her club 
friends whose owu time seems to be 
comparatively worthless. The*>e friends 
go into her office or store aud talk for 
an hour or more on any subject under 
the sun except that connected with her 
business, never realizing that this, to 
her, pleasant call meuus hurried work 
the rest of the day for the woman al- 
ready short of time. I knssv? at least osie 
woman who lost her petition as assist- 
ant business manager of a good concern 
because club associates made her office a 
sort of meeting ground aud she was too 
careful of their feelings to tell them 
that their friendliness was jeopardizing 
her position. 


The advantages of clnb life to a busi- 


ness woman are many. A woman with 
good business ability aud a clear head ia 
not a useless member of a club; the 
benefit is mutual The business woman 
is valuable to the club; the club is more 
so to her, for it gives uot ouly financial

Fattening Fa-win For Market. 


There are many methods pursued in 


fattening fowls tor market, and it is 
rtimcuU 10 Bay \\iiieh is best, uui ireu 
Grnndy gives a novel method in an ar- 
ticle in Tho American Poultry Journal, 
in which he advises as follows: 


"I let my fowls run at large until 


about ten days before I wish to sell 
them, thcu shut them up and feed them 
all tho broken wheat aud corn on tho 
ear that tht-y will eat, aud gi\e them 
skimmilk lo drink." 


Tho broken whe.it is scattered among 


the cut btraw, with which the floor is 
covered to a depth of six inches. The 
milk is given in pans fastened to the 
wall, just low enough so the fowls e;m 
reach it easily. Plenty of hard, sharp 
grit i>c«.iihtaiitly before thorn. With tin* 
prcA-e*s. it is said, the fowls will bo in 
tho in-over condition in 10 or 15 days, 
when they should bo marked at once.
